ate the necessary heat and if the 
Manure is from grain fed horses it is 
all the better, and before making it 
into a hotbed, it should be turned over 
several times to allow the rank steam | 
to pas off. | 
Having decided the size of frame to 
be used I consider the better plan is 
to dig out the earth to the depth of a 
foot or more and 6 inches larger all 
round than the frange. The total depth 
of manure should be from 21; to 3/ 
feet, but the bottom portion being 
beneath the level of the ground pre- 
vents the bed from slipping and helps 
to conserve the heat. When making | 
up the bed the manure should be 
tramped ag firm as possible and if 
very dry some moisture must be added 
as dry manure will not heat properly. 
Place the frame firmly on the hotbed 
and cover all the outside manure with 
3 inches of soil, this will conserve the 
heat and protect the bed from flies | 
It is better to wait a few days before 
placing anything in the frame and the 
temperature should be tested with a) 
thermometer as a good bed will some- 
times generate heat up to 120 degrees 
which is too high, for it should be
